Banks Major 


Lenders To 
State Farmers 


Alabama banks were 
serving farmers withmore 
credit and other financial 
services than any other 
lenders at the beginning of 
this year, according toOs- 
car Vaughan, Jr., Presi- 
dent of Elba Exchange 
Bank, who represents the 
Alabama Bankers Associ- 
ation as Coffee County Key 
Banker. During 1964, the 
State’s banks maintained 
their leadership in agri- 
cultural credit services. 

Based on the 24thAn- 
nual Farm Lending Sum- 
mary of the Agricultural 
Committee of The Ameri- 
can Bankers Association, 
Mr. Vaughan reported that 
at the beginning of the year, 
Alabama banks were help- 
ing farmers with $108 mil- 
lion in loans, 12 per cent 
more than a year previous. 
This total included $58 mil- 
lion in production loans and 
$50 million in farm mort- 
gages. At the Same time, 
$32 million in farm loans 
was held by life insurance 
companies; $76 million by 
the Federal Land Banks; 
$30 million by Production 
Credit Association; and $7 
million in nonreal estate 
loans plus $21 million in 
real estate loans by the 
Farmers Home Admini- 
stration. About 61 per cent 
of the production credit ex- 
tended by lending insti- 
tutions to Alabama farmers 
came from banks, 

Mr. Vaughan said that 
“‘Bankers in Alabama are 
conscious of the large capi- 
tal investments required in 
agriculture today and are 
making a concerted effort 
through improved lending 
programs to meet these 
changing credit demands of 
the State’s farmers.”’ 

The increased use of 
credit by farmers, accord- 
ing to Mr. Vaughan, has 
been accompanied by a sub- 
stantial gain in the total 
assets of farm families, 
Therefore, in the aggre- 
gate, the equity position of 
farmers, contrary to public 


opinion, is being main- 
tained at a satisfactory 
level. Nationally, farm 


families have $193 billion of 
their own funds invested in 
agriculture, This repre- 
sents 84 per cent of the 
total capital requirements 
of farmers. 

He stressed the impor- 
tance of farmers and bank- 
ers working closely to- 
gether to improve farm fi- 
nancial arrangements and 
reported that 90 per cent of 
insured banks throughout 
the country had agri- 
cultural loans outstanding 
at the first of the year, 


with 96 per cent of the banks 
in Alabama extending cre- 
dit to farm people.
